Coffee County History To Be Published 


In the typical fontier con- 
dition that existed in Coffee 
County in the 1840’s andthe 
1950’s living was very 
crude, Most of the early 
settlers settled in the flat 
land near the rivers, A ma- 
jor portion of Coffee County 
at that time was coveredin 
pines, and became knownas 
‘the piney woods,”’ The 
early pioneer felt that the 
river land would be more 
productive, This was a 
mistake for the land was 
poor and not particularly 
Suited to the cultivation of 
cotton, Since most of the 
settlers were from Georgia 
and the Carolinas, cotton 
was probably the crop from 
which they had planned to 
gain their livelihood in 
their new home, The peo- 
ple were poor, without the 
slave labor thought tobe so 
necessary for a successful 
cotton plantation. For this 
reason the early farmers 

juickly turned their atten- 
tion to livestock, Hogsand

and all this in addition to 
caring for the children, 
Che only break in the mono- 
tonous routine of pioneer 
life were the trips to the 
old grist mill where news 
might be exchanged and 
yarns swapped, corn husk- 


ings, candy pullings, log 
rollings, and camp meet- 
ings on those rare occa- 
sions when a preacher was 
available, 

The spinning wheel and 
loom occupied animportant 
place in the home, The wo- 
men made practically all of 
the clothes for the entire 
family, These are just a 
few of the burdens the pio- 
neer women bore, 

The people bought very 
little food for they raised 
most of what was needed, 
Coffee and salt were two of 
the things which it was ne- 
cessary to import. The 
farmers swine, cattle and 
chickens furnished the 
family with meat and could 
be supplemented by wild 
game which was pletiful, 
Vegetables of almost any 
kind flourished and the win- 
ters were so mild that some 
things would grow the year 
round, 

There was not very much 


in the way of recreation to 
occupy the people’s leisure 
time, For the men there 
were hunting and fishing. 
Shooting matches were a 
common occurance with 
turkeys or other prizes 
given to the winner, Grea- 
garious desires too often 
restricted to loitering in 
villages or around the 
stoves of country stores, 

When a farmer had work 
to do which required out- 
side labor he would ask 
his neighbors for help, Life 
was more monotonous for 
the women than the menfor 
they had more work to do, 
and were tied more closely 
at home, If they had nei- 
ghbors close enough, visits 
vere exchanged, and they 
would converse while they 
sewed or knitted or quilted, 

On Saturdays, there was 
shopping to be done, and 
often the whole family made 
the trip to town, 

The young people found 
relazation in giving par- 
ties which often took the 
form of candy drawings or 
some other combination of 
work and pleasure, Local 
fiddlers furnished music 


for square dancing which 
was engaged in by both 
the young and old, Life 
was crude, but the people 
seemed to have been sa- 
tisfied to continue living 
in their own narrow orbit. 

The people were not pre- 
pared for the shock of war 
or for the sacrifices that 
come with war, They wish- 
ed to be let alone, and could 
see nothing in their way of 
life for others to object to 
or wish to change, 

Thousands of years ago 
primitive man probably 
Wrapped some meat in green 
leaves to keep it clean—or per- 
haps to keep it from drying 
out. In any event, this original 
packaging might have sparked 
the first seasoning of food 
since the leaves could have 
given a new flavor to the meat.
